Hurt At 
Circus 


DETROIT (UPI) - Two 
high wire performers, one 
young German making 
his circus debut, plunged 
to their death last night 
before 7,500 horrified spec­ 
tators attending the Shrine 
Circus here. 


Three other members of the 
aerial troupe, the Great Wal­ 
lendas, were injured when a hu­ 
man pyramid of six men and a 
teen-aged girl collapsed. 


One wa* near death today. 
Dieter Schepp, 23, the German 
who fled from behind the Iron 
Curtain, and Richard Faughnan, 
29, Sarasota, Fla., were fatally 
injured in the 36-foot fall to the 
dirt and sawdust covered concrete 
fall below. Faughnan died of a 
fractured skull shortly after the 
accident. Schepp died in a hospi­ 
tal early today of head injuries. 
Schepp’s sister, Jana, 17, was 
one of the injured. But she es­ 
caped possible death through the 
heroics of other members of the 
troupe. 


Two Wallendas, Mario, 29, and 
Karl, 56, crashed to the floor (rf 
the State Fair Coliseum along 
with Schepp and Faughnan, Doc­ 
tors at Highland Park General 
Hospital said Mario Wagenda was 
in critical condition. Miss Schepp 
and Karl Wallenda were reported 
in fair condition. 
Loses Footing, Buckles 


The pyramid included four men 
standing on the high wire. They 
held a cross-bar on which two 
other men stood. Miss Schepp sat 
in a chair held by the men on 
the cross-bar. 
Schepp, a nephew of one of the 
Wallendas and lead man of the 
pyramid, buckled, lost his fooling 
and fell. 
Gunther, Karl and Herman Wal­ 
lenda grabbed the high wire as 
they fell. They also were able to 
grab Miss Schepp as she plunged 
downward and held her by the 
arms until a 
net 
could 
be 
stretched out below. 
Miss Schepp was dropped onto 
the net but struck her head on 
the floor when her weight jerked

Bangkok: A 
Prosperous, 
Happy City

BANGKOK, THAILAND - Jan. 25 - (Delayed) 
— Whether you spend two days or two months 
in this capital city of Asia’s most prosperous 
country, you leave it with a tug at the heart­ 
strings. 


Bangkok is as much like the United States as 
the United States itself. 


But there is something else that captures your 
imagination and your affection. This is the peo­ 
ple. If the Burmese are perhaps the friendliest 
and fun-loving of folks, the Thais are no doubt 
BOTH the friendliest and the HAPPIEST of peo­ 
ple. 


Walk along one of the broad and immaculate 
boulevards in Bangkok and smile at one of the 
local citizens and you’ve got it made. He’s your 
friend. You discover something else as you talk 
to him. There’s no word meaning discontent in 
the Thai dictionary. Thus, happiness all over the 
place. 


There’s a basic reason for this, of course. Thais 
are, with the exception of about 8 per cent of the 
nation’s 
population 
of 
22,000,000, 
Buddhists. 
Buddhism teaches the blessing of contentment. 


One of the problems is that when people be­ 
come too content they become lazy. The Thailand 
government is recognizing this and for the past 
few years has been supplementing Buddha’s phi­ 
losophy with a bit of its own having to do with 
the blessing of work, creativeness and achieve­ 
ment. 


We hope the government doesn’t go too far 
with this. We’ve always found high virtue in pure, 
downright laziness.

The world-famous floating market is one of the 
most fascinating sights I have seen since the 
Green Bay Packers licked the Giants, although 
not even most distantly related as a tourist at­ 
traction. 


You board a motorized sampan at the dock at 
7 a.m. and ride the surf of the Chaoehya River 
for six miles in a maze of boats of every descrip­ 
tion headed for the markets of Bangkok load­ 
ed down with bananas, coconuts, pineapples, 
papaya, oranges and pomelos, garlic and onions, 
chili peppers and cucumbers, cabbage and toma­ 
toes — all grown within a few miles of the city. 


You leave the river and enter a network of 
canals where equally heavy traffic is going to 
the “floating market,” a colossal supermarket 
comprised of thousands of boats from which 
fruits, vegetables and merchandise of infinite 
variety may be purchased retail by the some 
600,000 Thailanders and Chinese who live across 
and down the river from Bangkok. 


Not bad living in this region, really. In addition 
to a vegetable garden in your back yard, you 
can also have banana, coconut, pineapple and 
orange trees — in addition to the most glorious 
orchids and poinsettias you can possibly imagine. 


I enjoyed the floating market, to be sure. I 
never enjoyed arising at 6 a.rn, for a wild boat 
ride on a turbulent river that would make the 
mid-Atlantic in stormy weather a lake of serene 
calm by comparison. 


Bangkok Is a sizable town. In it live some 
2,000,000 people. 


Its streets, avenues, boulevards and drives 
are modem, broad, attractive a n d always 
immaculately clean. 


By day, many of the streets are lined with 
trees. These trees are here at night, too. But 
there’s a difference. They are bespangled with 
multi-colored electric lights — like our Christmas 
trees, and alter the twilight, much of the city 
assumes an almost fantastic fairyland appear­ 
ance. 
Bangkok is a city of prosperous people, as in­ 
deed is all of Thailand prosperous. The reason 
for this is that the land is not overpopulated

and there is a superabundance of food. Food is 
everywhere. Even the very poor are extremely 
well fed. 


Bangkok is also known — or has been known 
— as the “Venice of the East” because of the 
maze of “klongs’’ intersecting the town and 
radiating far into the country. Many of these 
canals are filled with sampans, many are virtual­ 
ly covered with delicate water lilies. 
But the “klongs” — canals to you stay-at- 
homes — are destined to oblivion. In the past 
four years many of them have been filled in to 
make room for wider streets and boulevards and 
it is expected that all of them will have been 
sacrificed for progress. 
At least they say all of this is for street im­ 
provement. We have a sneaking suspicion it’s to 
outfox the mosquitoes the like and number of 
which the Garden State of Jersey has never 
known. 


Like we said, Bangkok is a fascinating city. It 
has its tea houses and its coffee venders, its box­ 
ing matches and its ballet, its movies and its 
theatre. 
It has some of the finest hotels in the world 
of which the Erawan is one. 
In a sense it is the cross-roads of Southeast 
Asia as well as for much of the East. 
In the dining room of the Erawan on any given 
evening you will distinguish guests from Europe, 
Scandinavia, India, Hong Kong, Taiwan, Austra­ 
lia, America. 
This report on Thailand and some of its inter­ 
esting and intriguing facets is most superficial 
at its best. 
A more detailed examination and discussion 
will have to wait until tight travel and conference 
schedules of this global trip are relaxed. 
Now as I dispatch this communique, I will be 
on my way to the airport for a Pan-American 
Boeing 707 Jet flight to Hong Kong, 1,170 miles 
away. 
Funny, I’ve always wanted to visit Hong Kong. 
It must have been those television shows! 


Cold Wave

A new polar cold wave dropped 
temperatures below zero in the 
w mter-weary Northeast today and I 
spattered light snow from North 
Dakota to North Carolina. 
Freezing temperatures were re­ 
ported as far south as Virginia, 
Tennessee and Arkansas. 
Thick fog engulfed southern Cal­ 
ifornia for the second straight day. 
New England was digging out 
from under as much as eight 
inches of new snow. 
The fast-moving cold air mass 
dropped the temperature 33 de­ 
grees in eight hours at Madison. 
Wig., and 29 degrees at Milwau­ 
kee, Wis., Tuesday. The mercury 
dipped 25 degrees in six hours 
across Ohio. When the cold front 
reached Chicago autos parked in 
pools of water left from the pre­ 
vious day's thaw had their tires 
locked in ice. 
By midnight the temperature 
had fallen to 16 below zero at 
International Falls, Minn., which 
recorded a high of 8 below Tues- 
day. Duluth, Minn , had a high of 
4 below and the mercury barely 
climbed above zero at Mmneapol- 
is, Minn Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., 
had a high of 3 below. 
West and south of the cold front 
temperatures were balmy. Tha

The cold was welcomed in flood­ 
ed areas of Kansas and Indiana, 
where authorities hoped the end 
ut thawing would cause rivers to 
fall.

CAMDEN, N.J. (UPI) - The N. 
S. Savannah, world’s first nuclear- 
powered merchant ship, slipped in­ 
to the Delaware River today from 
the New York Shipbuilding yards 
for its first trip to sea and even­ 
tual testing of its reactor. 


The $41-million vessel, propelled 
by oil-fired auxiliary steam power, 
headed for Yorktown, Va., where 
its reactor will be brought up to 
full power and sea trials begun. 


The Savannah is scheduled to 
arrive in Yorktown by midmorning 
Friday and tie up at the U. S. 
Coast Guard Reserve Training 
Center pier on the south bank of 
the York River, about IO miles 
upstream from the Chesapeake 
Bay. 


The nuclear reactor, which is 
only up to IO per cent of its power, 
was not operated on the trip. 
Steam for propulsion from here to 
Yorktown was supplied by boilers 
resting on skids in a cargo hold 
of the ship which is capable of 
carrying 10,000 tons of dry cargo 
and 60 passengers. 


On the bridge for the trip was 
Capt. Gaston R. DeGroote who 
will command the ship when it 
goes into commercial operation.

Unemployed 
Number Noted 
By Secretary 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Labor Sec- 
retary 
Arthur 
Goldberg 
cast 
doubts today on whether wages 
would be the primary issue in 
contract negotiations between the 
steel industry and union officials 
this spring. 
The secretary said the big prob­ 
lem is “pecuUarly enough not 
money. It is job security.” 
Goldberg reiterated his view 
that a steel strike this year would 
be against the national interest 
and said he was ready to help 
labor 
and 
management 
settle 
their differences. 
Unsure of Security 
Appearing on a network televi­ 
sion program, Goldberg explained 
that because of three recessions 
and the present rate of unemploy­ 
ment, people feel they do not 
halve real job security. 
The secretary pointed out ha 
was not a party to steel negotia­ 
tions, but that it was his “in­ 
formed guess” that job security 
would be the big issue. 
Pointing to the current figure 
of 4.1 million unemployed, Gold­ 
berg rejected the notion that there 
can be a permanent hard core of 
unemployment. 
“ I think we can overcome this; 
we must overcome it,” he said. 
Among other things, Goldberg 
suggested that a partnership of 
government and industry would 
have to tackle unemployment by 
upgrading our educational system, 
retraining workers replaced by 
automation and providing an ade­ 
quate growth of the economy. 
Goldberg said discrimination in 
labor unions or employment could 
not be tolerated if the United 
States is to maintain its promi­ 
nence 
as 
a 
major 
industrial 
power. 
He said “ the government has 
not been the showcase that it 
ought to be” in its own employ­ 
ment policies, but explained he 
and other Cabinet officers were 
taking steps to eliminate discrim­ 
ination in government employ­ 
m ent 


Profits Lower 
For U.S. Steel 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Profit. 
of United States Steel Corp. in 
1961 were the lowest in nine 
years, but Chairman Roger M 
Blough indicated that fortunes of 
the nation's largest steel producer 
will improve in the months ahead. 
Blough late Tuesday attributed 
the lower profits for both the year 
and the fourth quarter in part to 
increased costs, particulary labor 
costs in the final three months of 
the year, without offsetting price 
increases. 


VS. Steel 
Profit Lower 


Big Steel cleared $190,191,294 or 
$3.05 a share on sales of $3 336 bil­ 
boa. In 1960, net income was 
$304,170,990 or $5.16 a share on 
sales of $3,698 billion. Sales were 
the poorest since 1954. 
The steel executive said he looks 
for the industry as a whole to 
ship between 15 to 20 per cent 
more steel products in the first 
quarter of 1962 than in the fourth 
quarter of 1961. However, he said 
the second quarter outlook 
is 
clouded by the uncertain labor 
situation and by what customers 
do in anticipation of the outcome 
of bargaining negotiations. 
Blough disclosed that he met 
with Labor Secretary Arthur J. 
Goldberg within the last tw o 
weeks, but declined to say what 
transpired or even where the 
meeting took place. 
He said that he did not know of 
any specific date Cor the stort of 
labor negotiations but said he 
“guessed” formal contract talks 
would get under way “consider­ 
ably earlier” than in 1959 when 
they began in May. Steel wage 
contracts expire June 30. 
Blough indicated that he Is op­ 
timistic about a peaceful settle­ 
ment of this year's labor negotia­ 
tions. He said that management 
and the United Steelworkers of 
America will have a “real good 
opportunity to” negotiate without 
government intervention. 
“I would speak well of the at­ 
mosphere this time,” he said. 
“The atmosphere is conducive to 
some kind of an early resolution, 
I would hope, to these negotia­ 
tions.”
